A friend of the AMAA has reminded me how much he is agonized, but also greatly inspired, by picturing his father confined to 
the walls of refuge, orphaned and homeless, and vows to liberate children from the constrains of their miseries. 

A dignified professional imprisoned in an open solitude, tortured by the loss of loved ones, passionately cries for the safety of 
persecuted Christians, generously contributing the means. 

A super hero with a golden heart can’t wait to see a Child Sponsorship posting on AMAA’s Donor Shop and then grab the 
opportunity to dignify a child with improved living conditions. 

An angelic anonymous couple, humbled by the love of God, magnanimously contribute to the AMAA and disseminate the Word 
of God and illuminate lives in all aspects in areas darkened by conditions beyond one’s control. 

A family who unselfishly and generously pursue the passion of giving to educate the youth, arm them with a degree in higher 
education and lead them to independence in the arena of life. 

These are true examples of breaking down walls. 

Today, in 2019, we are at the dawn of the AMAA’s second century leaving behind a Century of Faith, Love and Service. The 
legacy of Faith, Love and Service is perpetual.

“Two Questions

he celebration of the Centennial of the AMAA holds great meaning for us. Like the song says, it is “a 
many-splendored thing.” That which began as a small stream has grown into a mighty river, flowing 
with life-giving water for the thirsty and nourishing food for the hungry. This may be the right time 
to expand our self-awareness as Armenians in America and assume our mission to America while 
we continue to focus on what our mission could and should include in the next 100 years. We are no longer 
guests here, but members of a great family formed by immigrants from all over the world. There is no other 
country in the world like America! 

At the beginning of our banquets we all stand as two national anthems are either played or sung: first, the 
American, then the Armenian. Let me share with you some thoughts on the Star Spangled Banner. It is a way 
of affirming what it takes to make us proud of being Americans and true patriots. 

Our American national anthem is a stirring, exhilarating, challenging, and disturbing song. It is a declaration and a call to reaffirm our 
loyalty to our country. It is a unique anthem, and | do believe the only one of its kind in the world (as far as | know), in that it opens 
with the question “Oh say can you see...?”, and closes with another question, “Does that star spangled banner yet wave, o’er the land 
of the free and the home of the brave?” 

The genius of this anthem is that it draws us (me) into its orbit with the inquiry “Can we see?” What do we see? What does it mean? 
What does it say? What does it declare? 

Patriotism is much more than waving the flag. It is a call to keeping before our eyes what has made America great, what has made it 
free, and what is required of us. It is not just “Do you see?” but “Can you see?” What are the values that stand out in our land being 
displayed by the flag, and what are the freedoms being emphasized by its closing question? 

In other words, “Tell me, is America still great and still free?” It is not sight being called for but insight. Sight alone is thrilling, of 
course. Seeing the Statue of Liberty in New York Harbor for the first time was for me, as for countless other immigrants, an awe-inspiring 
sight. It is our country’s “Welcome to America” beacon! Insight goes deeper than the physical act of seeing. It means understanding 
and appreciating what the flag stands for. Pledging ourselves to the maintaining, upholding, and celebrating of this fantastic country 
takes on new meaning when we study our country today and ponder whether we are still “One nation under God, with liberty and 
justice for all.” 

The action of kneeling athletes is a simple yet profoundly dramatic declaration of protest, calling on us to take a careful look (with 
insight, not sight) at America and do something about it. It disturbs us because it holds a challenge to us to do something about what’s 
happening in America today: hundreds of thousands of people homeless; millions below the poverty line; attempts at providing health- 
care for all blocked, with no viable alternative being offered; the richest one percent in the country accumulating over 80 percent of the 
country’s wealth; billions for armaments and “defense” but pennies for the poor. “Oh say, can you see? Does that banner yet wave?” 

Recently, while taking a walk during a stay at my daughter’s home in the community of Gold 
River (Sacramento, CA area), | came across a sign on their neighbor’s lawn. Superimposed on the 
flag of the United States was this statement. It is an insightful pledge of allegiance and patriotism: 
IN OUR AMERICA: All people are equal; Love is Love; Black lives matter; Immigrants 
and refugees are welcome; Science is Real; Women’s rights are Human Rights; People 
and planet are valued over profit; Diversity is celebrated. 

Congratulations, AMAA! You have taken your worthy place among significant organizations 
dedicated to the cause of advocacy on behalf of and service to people in dire need — physical 
and spiritual. Your reach is long, and your voice is strong. Keep reaching out to feed the hungry, 
to lift up the fallen, to free the enslaved. And keep raising your voice in the cause of freedom. 
Through it all stay humble, seek God’s guidance, and do it in the spirit of Christ, our Lord. Remember your logo is that of the Cross 
superimposed on the globe. It is not a symbol of conquest but of self-sacrificing service. 

Long ago, Jesus offered liberty to his hearers, but they were offended. “We are slaves to no one, we are children of Abraham!” was 
their response. “We are Americans, we have Abraham Lincoln as our father...” could be our similar response. Bonds of slavery are broken 
by spiritual forces embodied in Jesus’ offer, which in turn develop our values and our understanding of service to our country. “If the 
Son makes you free, you will be free indeed.” O

Rev. Vigen Galustian 


igen Galustian was born in Hamadan, Iran. After 
graduating from French High School in Tehran, he 
received his higher education in Beirut, Lebanon 
at the Near East School of Theology (NEST) and 
Haigazian University, receiving his degree in Theology in 
1961. He was ordained by the Presbyterian Synod of Iran on 
May 20, 1962 and became Pastor of the Evangelical Church of 
Tehran. That same month, he married Marie Apissogomian of 
Alexandria, Egypt. 

He served the Tehran Evangelical Church (Persian 
speaking) until September of 1968. Upon receiving an extended 
Sabbatical leave, the family returned to Beirut where Vigen 
completed his graduate work at NEST, graduating in June 1970 
with a Master’s degree in Divinity. While studying in Beirut, 
Vigen served the Armenian Evangelical Church of Damascus, 
Syria as a weekend visiting Pastor for two years. The Lord 
blessed the couple with three precious children, Jane, Jessica 
and Ted. 

During his pastoral ministry, Rev. Galustian has been an 
active minister first in Iran and later in the United States and has 
held various responsibilities in the field of Christian Education 
and camp programs for children and youth. From 1965-1967, 
he worked closely with the Radio Ministry on the Near East 
Committee for Radio Voice of the Gospel — a radio station 
located in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia which broadcasted throughout 
the Middle East. 

In June 1970, he and his family settled in the United States. 
The Commission of Ecumenical Missions and Relations of the 
United Presbyterian Church in the USA appointed Rev. Galustian 
to the staff of the Synod of the Rockies as a pioneer Mission 
Interpreter. He served in this capacity through June 1971. 

From 1971-1998, Rev. Galustian served as Pastor of the 
United Armenian Calvary Congregational Church of Troy, NY; 
Calvary Armenian Congregational Church of San Francisco, CA; 
First Congregational Church of Oakland, CA and Church of the 
Valley, UCC, Santa Clara, CA. He also filled the vacant pulpit 
of the Immanuel Armenian Congregational Church of Downey, 
CA for a short time. 


Since 1990, he was involved in short-term mission work in 
Armenia; Tbilisi, Georgia; Minsk, Belarus and Moscow, Russia 
using either his educational leave or vacation time. His mission 
trips in Armenia and Georgia, sponsored by the Armenian 
Missionary Association of America (AMAA), involved various 
pastoral services in several cities in Armenia and with Junior 
Camps in Tbilisi, Georgia. 

Rev. Galustian was also actively involved in community 
services and served on various church and community boards. 
Upon his initiative, and with the full financial support of 
West Valley Presbyterian Church's mission department and 
the AMAA's help in facilitating the transfer of funds, the first 
Armenian Soup Kitchen was established on January 17, 2000 
in Tbilisi, Georgia. This Soup Kitchen was a lifeline for 60-70 
elderly men and women who received one hot meal Monday 
through Friday at lunchtime. Hot food was also served to some 
homebound seniors on a regular basis. 

After 37 years of full-time parish ministry, he and his wife 
Marie took an early retirement to devote their time to short-term 
mission work for Vigen and a prayer ministry for Marie. 

Soon after Rev. Galustian's early retirement, he was called 
to serve as Sabbatical Replacement Minister in the Community 
Congregational Church of Sunnyvale, CA from December 1998 
through March 1999. Since May of 1999, Rev. Galustian and 
Marie have also served the Armenian Evangelical Church in 
Chicago by occasional visits of three to four weeks providing 
pastoral services and filling the vacant pulpit. Rev. Galustian 
also served the Armenian Presbyterian Church of Paramus, NJ 
in the same capacity in 2001. 

In recent years, Vigen and Marie have been enjoying 
traveling and doing short-term mission work. They specially 
love spending time with their three married children and six 
grandchildren both in Califomia and Kansas. 

All being well and God willing, Vigen and Marie hope to 
continue spending their time in Christian ministry and witness 
to the glory and love of God in Christ Jesus. To this end, they 
are currently actively involved in the worship, witness and 
congregational care of their local church. O

h faith, visionary foresight and determination, a 
a handful of dedicated Christians of Armenian 
descent, among whom were Stephan Salisian - more 
affectionately known as “Salis Papa” - and Setrack 
Timourian, met and formed the nucleus of a church first called 
the Armenian Congregational Mission of Pasadena whose official 
beginning date was Sunday, June 18, 1922. 

In the beginning, Sunday services were held in the homes 
of various members and, as the congregation grew, they started 
to meet at rented community and church halls. On April 7, 1927, 
the Armenian Congregational Mission changed its name to the 
Armenian Cilicia Congregational Church. A Church Constitution 
and Bylaws were drawn and adopted, and 52 Charter Members 
signed them. This Church was formally recognized by the Southern 
California Congregational Conference as a “Member Church” on 
November 10, 1927. Soon after, the Church edifice was erected at 
the northeast corner of Mountain Street and El Molino Avenue in 
Pasadena. 

In August 1974, the El Molino property was sold due to severe 
deterioration of the surrounding area and Church services were held Nie as - 
first at the Seventh-Day-Adventist Church, 1280 East Washington Rey.

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Boulevard, Pasadena, and later at the Altadena Congregational 
Church, 943 East Altadena Drive, in Altadena. 

The Church Family’s long-time dream of once again owning its 
own Church building was realized when on June 2, 1991, the doors 
were opened at 339 South Santa Anita Avenue, Pasadena. On June 
9, 1991, the Church was officially dedicated by the representatives 
of the Armenian Evangelical Union of North America (AEUNA), 
and the Armenian Missionary Association of America. 

A large Fellowship Hall and new kitchen facilities were added in 
1996. All the architectural plans were prepared by Church member 
Luther Eskijian who was also the architect of the first church 
building on El Molino Avenue at Mountain Street. 

Through the generosity of Henry and Anahis Derian and many 
friends and members of the Church, the buildings were completed 
and almost totally paid for. All these buildings and fundraising 
projects would not have been possible without the dedicated 
and selfless efforts of Seb Gertmenian, the Building Committee 
Chairman. 

On November 17, 1996, the new Fellowship Hall was officially 
named the “Henry and Anahis Derian Fellowship Hall,” following a 
dedication service and a ribbon-cutting ceremony attended by many 
ministers and dignitaries of the AEUNA. 

On October 28, 2000, during the Church’s 78th Anniversary 
Banquet, the church mortgage debt was eliminated, and Mr. 
Gertmenian had the honor of burning the mortgage papers. The debt 
was incurred a decade earlier when the present facilities were acquired. 

Rev. Serop Megerditchian has been Senior Pastor of the 
Church since July 2018. The average attendance at Sunday morning 
Worship Services is 80 people. Besides the Sunday morning Services 
and weekly Bible Studies (both in English and Armenian), the 
other active organizations are currently the Dorcas Guild, Ladies 
Auxiliary, Hye Couples, Sunday School, Vacation Bible School, 
Women’s Bible Study & Spiritual Fellowship and Armenian 
Speaking (Conversational) Class. The Church and its Pastor Rev. 
Megerditchian have built a close fellowship with the sister churches 
and local organizations and often organize joint events on certain 
occasions and pay cordial visits to each other.

Dr. Movses Janbazian, who sadly died shortly thereafter; 
I continued on the BOT because of Herair Mouradian’s relent- 
less efforts to keep the School’s operations on an even keel; but I 
continued on the Board through multiple appointments primarily 
because Steve Aharonian’s wisely timed contributions to help guide 
the University's progress gave me hope for the future. 

As a teenager in Aleppo, I had heard about Verabadveli Aha- 
ronian, Steve’s father. I may have actually met him once, but for 
me he was such a larger than life character. I think my cloudy 
memory of him is derived primarily from the one sermon he gave 
at Emmanuel Church, and I got the impression that he was more of 
an intellectual, concerned with the training of future pastors at the 
Near East School of Theology, which he headed for many years. At 
the same time, he was involved in the establishment of Haigazian 
College; in my teenage typology of realms of expertise, this seemed 
like an awe inspiring example. Thinking back now, I realize that 
his main concern must have revolved around developing spiritual 
and intellectual leadership to safeguard the future of the Armenian 
Evangelical community. 

I had heard about his son Steve (also known as Hrair), who 
seemed to have followed the path well-trodden by countless other 
AUB graduates in Medicine, who migrated to Southern California 
to seek their fortune, and mostly succeeded. It was my good fortune 
to meet and get to know Steve in informal circumstances, when he 
asked me if I would like to stay with them during my next BOT 
meeting in LA. Contrary to my expectations, I was reassured to find 
Steve and his wife Julie living in a comfortable but modest house 
in the Valley, and more significantly to find that we shared so many 
perspectives about the prospects and pitfalls facing Haigazian now, 
and especially in the near future. 

In BOT sessions, Steve did not exude his father’s magnetic 
charisma, or indulge in his father’s inspirational ex-cathedra dec- 
larations. In almost every session of our Board meetings, Steve 
would listen to the discussion carefully, then he would ask a simple 
but incisive question, which unerringly went to the heart of the 
matter. His comments always reflected well-informed realism. For 
example, while we were discussing the projected costs of acquir- 
ing a new IT system, Steve cautioned us not to underestimate the 
unanticipated costs of training staff and de-bugging the new sys- 
tem, a bitter lesson painfully learned by many enthusiastic CEOs 
advocating the adoption of more sophisticated IT systems. Steve 
voiced similar cautions about the true costs that we would incur 
in rehabilitating old buildings; given the University’s finances, 
this turned out to be a bitter pill that we had to swallow later on, 
with much regret. 

Beyond his probing questions and well-timed cautions about 
projected costs of certain initiatives, or the layered needs for faculty 
development in preparation for getting accreditation, he would also 
act with quiet generosity. In addition to underwriting the costs of the 
small building on the Beirut campus where the BOT usually meets, 
in a recent year, he generously contributed to cover a significant

shortage in the HU budget for the year. Equally quietly, he financed 
the establishment of an investment laboratory, where students could 
complement their classroom learning with hands-on practice in 
actual stock markets. There may be other instances where Steve 
acted to finance a critical need, but always quietly, with no fanfare. 
Staying at their house I also could not avoid seeing Julie, faithfully 
up at 6:00 a.m. preparing all the condiments for the splendid break- 
fast we feasted on later that morning at the Church. 

I was particularly impressed by Steve’s ability to navigate 
tactfully through the sensitive interfaces between being President 
of the AMAA Board, and a member of the HU Board. He seemed 
to manage the interests of both institutions, without antagonizing 
either. Setting aside all his other virtues, his mastery of these dual 
roles deserves a medal! 

Based on my work on other (mostly business) boards, I know 
we will miss Steve and his wise counsel, his penetrating questions, 
and his acts of quiet generosity. Personally, I will miss him deeply, 
his absence from the BOT will be like losing a comrade in arms. 

I leave to more experienced hands the choice of an appropri- 
ate form of expressing our profound thanks to Steve, or designing 
the more fitting ritual we should organize to celebrate his many 
decades of unflagging service. I sincerely hope the BOT will also 
find creative ways to engage his continued participation in the 
governance of Haigazian.

Barkev Kassarjian 
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Herair Mouradian 


had known the Mouradian family from Emmanuel Church 

in Aleppo back in the 1940s and early 1950s. I think Herair 

and I overlapped at Aleppo College, though he was two years 

ahead of me. In those days, Herair was a serious young 
man, with rather thick eyeglasses, but every time his father started 
telling a story, Herair would break out into a wide grin, most likely 
anticipating the humorous punch line that he knew was coming. 
Baron Mouradian, as we called his father, possibly possessed 
the largest inventory of peculiar jokes in the entire Armenian 
Evangelical community in Haleb. In fact, I remember Baron 
Mouradian’s face was creased at the laugh lines, just waiting for 
an opportunity to crack another joke. 

I left Haleb on my own, having sold my violin and burning all 
my papers, shortly after getting my high school diploma at Aleppo 
College, never to see Herair Mouradian for the next 45 or so years 
when I joined the Haigazian College Board of Trustees (BOT). I 
was aware that Herair and his younger brother Hratch had pursued 
their Uncle Edward’s business, but I had not met any of them after 
leaving Haleb. So, it was a great surprise when I received a phone 
call from Baron Edward Janjigian, it must have been in the early 
2000s, suggesting strongly that I should respond in the affirmative, 
if and when I received a letter from Rev. Dr. Movses Janbazian 
inviting me to join the Haigazian Board. 

Over all the intervening years, from 1954 when I left Aleppo to 
this message from Baron Janjigian, I had managed to avoid getting 
involved in any Armenian organization of any stripe in the United 
States. I suppose I had been carrying my decades-old stereotype 
that such organizations provided a perfect platform for all those 
immigrants who had, despite having prospered financially in the 
US, carried some of their cultural baggage tenaciously. 

Baron Janjigian’s call had bothered me, it cut right across 
my long-held conviction not to join any Armenian do-gooding 
organization. On the other hand, Haigazian was an Armenian 
institution of higher learning, even though I had no idea about its 
academic standards, or specific history. So I called Baron Edward 
back; I explained my reluctance to be talked into joining a body 
that would waste much time debating the irrelevant. He assured 
me that once I had met Rev. Janbazian, I would change my mind. 

Actually, two realities changed my mind after I joined the 
Haigazian Trustees: one was the infectious dynamism that Movses 
exuded, the second was Herair Mouradian’s Chairmanship of 
the BOT. Herair pursued every item of the College’s expenses, 
he demanded accountability for each initiative. He grilled the 
administration about the details of the College’s Faculty Retirement 
Fund. He was always cautiously pessimistic about his expectations 
of good news. The more I listened to his well-reasoned challenges of 
expressed optimism, the more my respect for Herair’s understanding 
of Haigazian’s underlying vulnerabilities grew. I know he was open 
to the good Lord’s guidance, but he wanted to make sure that we 
on the Board were doing our utmost to anticipate problems, and 
to make realistic provisions for the unexpected. Herair was the 
self-appointed guardian angel of Haigazian, with decades of self- 
sacrificing devotion to the College’s welfare. Recently, while I was 


asking older colleagues about Herair’s early years on the Board of 
Trustees, I heard about his insistence to hold constant meetings at 
his Beirut office, to ensure that no stone was left unturned in those 
difficult days of the Lebanese civil war, to make sure that options 
for dealing with the unexpected had been mobilized. 

Viewing those truly trying times for the College, from the 
vintage point of today’s seemingly insurmountable obstacles, we 
owe a great debt of gratitude to Herair, for his four decades of 
leadership, in navigating the College, then the University, through 
so many storms, with such foresight and tireless dedication. 

Herair, you set a great example to emulate!

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National Assembly of Turkey Member MP Garo Paylan 
Speaks at Haigazian University

n Saturday, January 26, 2019, MP Garo Paylan, a 

member of the National Assembly of Turkey — for 
the Peoples’ Democratic Party (HDP), visited Haigazian 
University where he addressed the University and wider 
community. Mr. Paylan was invited to Beirut by the Nor 
Serount Cultural Association for the Lebanon premiere 
of the documentary “RED” (Refusal in Turkish) by the 
Turkish film Producer and Director Kadir Akin. 

After a campus tour with University President Rev. 
Dr. Paul Haidostian and a meeting with representatives of 
the Lebanese-Armenian written press held in the Univer- 
sity’s boardroom, Mr. Paylan proceeded to the hall of the 
First Armenian Evangelical Church, which is adjacent 
to the University. Hundreds of people were fervently 
waiting for him to deliver his lecture on “The Current 
Situation in Turkey and the Armenian Community.” 

In his greeting, Dr. Antranig Dakessian, Director of 
the Armenian Diaspora Research Center at Haigazian 
University, noted that among the very minor number of 
Armenians who are professionally involved in politics, 
“Mr. Paylan is an outstanding personality. His statements 
and acts have already introduced him to the world com- 
munity since he was elected an MP from the HDP from 
the Istanbul constituency to the Turkish Parliament in 
2015," 

In his address, Mr. Paylan spoke about the current 
political conditions in Turkey and expressed his seri- 
ous concern about the violations of human and minor- 
ity rights. He also addressed the topics of freedom of 
expression, and the suppression of democratic rights 
giving the example of the 5,000 political activists still 
detained in Turkish prisons. Mr. Paylan discussed past 
Turkish-Armenian relations from the times of Sultan 
Abdul Hamid, the Committee of Union and Progress 
up to the Armenian Genocide and analyzed that the 
geopolitics of the Ottoman Empire was a basic reason 
why the European powers of the time rivalled in having 
the Empire on their side at the expense of the minority

and human rights in the country. He noted that Turkish 
President Tayip Erdoghan is making excellent use of this 
opportunity and expressed concern that Turkish democ- 
racy, minorities, freedoms, justice and human rights are 
seriously menaced by the policies adopted by President 
Erdoghan. Mr. Paylan concluded his speech with an 
interactive and informative Q&A session. 

President Haidostian concluded the evening by stat- 
ing that “Mr. Paylan symbolizes more than the weight of 
the past hundred years of history, geography, martyrdom, 
survival and justice,” and that “he has become the voice 
of the conscience and many Armenians find in him the 
voice of their silenced cause.” Rev. Dr. Haidostian noted 
that Mr. Paylan had been an educator and that his current 
‘classroom’ is far from being a usual one, and that his 
‘textbook’ goes much deeper than regular textbooks. U

Sixty Years in the Lord’s Vineyard

onsistently, and through his 42" book “Sixty Years in the 

Lord’s Vineyard,” Rev. Dr. Vahan H. Tootikian touches 

our minds and souls as he celebrates 60 years of calling, 
commitment, and ministerial service. 

Those who are familiar with the fruitful life and activity of 
Rev. Tootikian, whether on the pulpit, at his writing desk, in the 
classroom, on ecclesiastical and interdenominational committees, 
or on the leadership positions, will understand what it means to 
stop for a moment and have a retrospective look into the past six 
decades and discern the paths he has walked and the lives and 
minds he has touched, communities of faith he nourished, and 
the calling he has been faithful to. Rev. Tootikian’s writing and 
communication skills turn this ‘moment’ into a composition where 
he shares with his audience deep reflections from a minister’s 
heart and experience. 

The book comes in two parts: English and Armenian. In each 
part, the author takes the reader into a journey through the eccle- 
siastical year, and underlines what a minister would have said to 
reflect on the seasons that churches and communities of faith go 
through. The topics of his meditations reflect the essentials that 
individuals and communities of faith are called to cultivate in their 
spiritual lives, such as the importance of knowing Christ, spiritual 
growth, spiritual balance, prayer, giving, witnessing, and serving. 
On a similar note, Rev. Tootikian’s topics articulate the areas that 
any committed servant of the Word and the Sacraments would have 
put his focus and energy into for sixty years, whether by teaching, 
by guiding or by discipleship. 

Rev. Tootikian humbly sees himself as an anointed instrument 
to partake the ultimate Vinedresser, Christ’s ministry on earth, 
which primarily involves strengthening the weak branches, pruning 


the healthy ones, loving the vine, 
and ultimately delighting in the 
abundance of the fruits. 

Also, and on par with, the 
author underlines the fact that his 
ministry of taking care of God’s vine 
was proudly realized in the context 
of his Armenian identity and the 
Armenian culture. For this reason, 
he stresses the importance of all the 
Armenian cultural and historical milestones as being elements of 
our collective identity formation and means of ethnic perpetuation. 

Rev. Tootikian pens his thoughts in the format of short essays 
with an easy to read flow of thoughts. His quotes from notable 
philosophers, theologians and educators add to the richness of 
his meditations. The book also contains testimonies of those who 
have enjoyed his earlier publications and wrote reviews, which 
come to serve as live affirmations to his six decades of legacy in the 
Armenian spiritual, cultural, devotional and theological literature. 

That is why people of all ethnic, cultural, educational and 
experiential backgrounds will be attracted to the pages of this 
book, including pastors, lay leaders and members of congregations, 
because they will see in the “Sixty Years in the Lord’s Vineyard” 
their concerns addressed, their questions discussed, and their 
voices echoed. 

Some sixty years ago, the Lord called a young teenager from 
Ekizoluk of Kessab for ministry. Though he developed some skill in 
the actual vine dressing, through the power, the blessing and the 
Grace of the Lord, Rev. Tootikian has ardently become a ‘spiritual 
vinedresser’ in God’s Vineyard.

the passing of Dr. Mihran Agbabian, a former AMAA Vice 

President, Board member and life-long supporter, and father of 
current Board member, Bryan Agbabian, on Tuesday, February 12. 

Mihran was born in Cyprus. The family moved to Aleppo, 
Syria, where his father, Rev. Siragan Agbabian, served as Pastor 
of the Emmanuel Armenian Evangelical Church. Mihran attended 
the American University of Beirut and after graduating with a B.A. 
in Physics (1944) and a B.S. in Engineering (1947), he came to 
the United States and attended California Institute of Technology 
(Caltech) in Pasadena where he received a Master’s degree in 
Engineering (1948) and later attended UC Berkeley where he 
received a Ph.D. in Engineering (1951). He had his consulting 
engineering firm, Agbabian Associates, for 20 years before he joined 
the faculty of USC as Chairman of the Civil and Environmental 
Engineering Department until his retirement. 

In his Armenian community service, he was Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Armenian Assembly of America during 
its formative years, member of the Central Board of AGBU, and 
Board member of the AMAA. Dr. Agbabian was honored as one 
of the Pillars of the Community at the November 15, 2014 joint 
AMAA and Haigazian University Banquet. 

In his professional service, he was an Honorary Member and 
was President of the Earthquake Engineering Research Institute, 
and Fellow of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

Dr. Agbabian was elected to the U.S. National Academy of 
Engineering (1982) and the National Academy of Sciences of 
Armenia (1990). Among the honors he received are the University 
of California at Berkeley Distinguished Engineering Alumnus 
Citation in 1987, the California Institute of Technology Award of 
Distinguished Alumnus in 2000, and Honorary Doctor’s degrees

from Yerevan State University in 1994, the State Engineering 
University of Armenia in 2003 and Haigazian University in Lebanon

Dr. Henry Hadidian

r. Henry Hadidian was a deeply religious 

and passionate gentleman. He loved 

his Lord, his family, his church and the 

Armenian people. 

My first visit with Dr. Henry Hadidian was on

They kept their 
friendship and remembered their rich Armenian Christian Heritage. 

In subsequent years, | had the privilege and honor to meet Henry’s older brother John and younger 
sister Laura and their families in Princeton, New Jersey. 

On August 19, 2015, Henry and | drove from Chicago to Detroit to visit the Lebanese Consulate to 
legally gift/donate four properties they owned in Anjar to the AMAA and the Armenian Evangelical 
School in Anjar. We also had the opportunity to visit and dine with his long-time high school friend 
Rev. Dr. Vahan H. Tootikian and his wife. 

Henry recalled the challenging days they lived in Lebanon. They lived with the Keledjian family in 
a compound where several families shared a common bathroom. His father rode his bike to Anjar to 
preach and teach. Yet his mother, Gaida, always managed to have food on the table and invite orphan 
and poor school children to break bread with them. 

Gaida’s big heart and generosity was passed on to the children. Laura is known in the Princeton 
Armenian circles as the generous and gourmet Armenian cook of the century. 

We became close friends, called each other very often and had the opportunity to visit each other 
on the East Coast, in the Midwest and on the West Coast when he visited his cousin Steve Merjanian.

urrounded by loving family members in her Santa Monica, CA 
home, Isabelle (Belle) Ashodian, mother, grandmother, great- 
grandmother, and devoted Christian, went to be with the Lord, 
at age 97, after a long, productive, and charitable life. 

Belle was remembered on February 1, 2019 during her memorial 
service at the Bel Air Presbyterian Church in Los Angeles. This was fol- 
lowed by a graveside ceremony at Santa Monica’s Woodlawn Cemetery. Services were conducted 
by Rev. Dr. Ron Tovmassian, Senior Pastor of UACC, United Armenian Congregational Church. Rev. 
Tovmassian stressed “the importance of Belle’s faith in God,” which had guided her during her life. 
Among those who paid loving tribute during the service were her daughters, Deborah Moore and Beth 
Arseneau, grandson Robert Moore, granddaughter Kelly Moore-Mosely, grandson Patrick Moore (as 
read by David Emerson), and granddaughter Bethany Arseneau. 

Belle’s parents were Oscar and Tamam Deradoorian, immigrants and Armenian Genocide survivors. 
She was the eldest of three sisters, Ann Demirjian (now deceased), Dhera Dorian, and herself, Belle 
Ashodian, born July 5, 1921 in Rhode Island. A fourth sibling, their brother, was lost during the Armenian 
Genocide. 

Belle grew up working in her father’s East Coast grocery store where she learned basic business 
skills. At the age of twelve she convinced her father that he should purchase an apartment building. 
This became the starting point for her interest in real estate. In 1943 Belle married Edward Ashodian 
in Rhode Island and they moved to California where they raised their five children and where Belle 
opened her own company, “Belle Realty.” 

Her deep faith and love for her Armenian heritage played important roles in Belle’s life. She served 
as a deacon at Bel Air Presbyterian Church, and regularly hosted Bible studies in her Santa Monica home 
“to serve the Lord.” Her favorite guiding verse was Philippians 4:13, “/ can do all things through Christ 
who strengthens me.” She generously contributed to Armenian orphanages and villages, sponsored 
scores of needy children and families, and was honored numerous times by the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America (AMAA) and Armenian General Benevolent Union (AGBU) in recognition of her 
generosity to Armenian causes. 

Belle is survived by her loving children, Rick Ashodian, Kathleen Ashodian, Debbie Moore, and Beth 
Arseneau, her grandchildren Stephen Ashodian, Joy Ashodian, Robert Moore, Kelly Moore-Moseley, 
Patrick Moore, Peter Moore, and Bethany Arseneau, and great-grandchildren Orma Ashodian, Judah 
Ashodian, Gabriel Ashodian, and Rebelle Moseley. She was predeceased by her son, David.
